Elwood Quesada, chief of 
the Ninth Air Force fighter com- 
mand. 

It was believed to have been 
Eisenhower's first flight over the 
area, and the first in which two 
Generals flew in a plane built for 
one person. 

Eisenhower also made a trip 
by road which took him past an 
enemy pocket of resistance on the 
American sector of Western Cher- 
| bourg peninsula, 
| During his visit in France, Eis- 
enhower conferred with Gen. Sir 
_Bernard L. Montgomery, com- 
manding all ground forces, and 
| Lt. Gen. Omar N. Bradley, com- 
mander of the American First 
Army. 

In rain, mud, sunshine, and dust 
the supreme commander careened 
wildly along roads within reach 
of enemy fire. Twice German ar- 
tillery barrages were laid down at 
points he had just left. He ignored 
a helmet and wore only a felt cap. 

Eisenhower refused a chateau 
as trespassing on private French | 
property, and slept in a tent near 
Bradley's headquarters. On Sun- 
day Gen, Montgomery was sur- 
prised when he left church serv- 
ices in the field to find Eisenhow- 
er beside him.

LONDON, July 5 (AP). — The 
German command announced to-

Soviet Landings in Finland. 

A Finnish communique said the

MEETING IS HELD 
UN OVERGHARGES 
BY TAAICAB MEN 


Service Board Instructs 
Secretary to Gather All 
Possible Evidence on 
Charges. 


After a preliminary conference 
on the problem of protecting taxi- 
passengers who share riders 
from flagrant overcharges, the 
Board of Public Service today in- 
structed its secretary, Sim B. Com- 
fort, to gather all possible evidence 


regarding overcharges for submis- 
sion to the board next Tuesday. 

The board’s investigation re 
sulted from a Post-Dispatch sur- 
vey which disclosed that drivers, 
instead of prorating fares on 
share-the-ride trips, were exacting, 
or attempting to charge, full fare 
for each passenger. ' 

. D. James, assistant manager 
of Mound City Cab Co. weich 
operates Yellow cabs, expressed 
his desire to halt overcharges, but 
added, “I’ve been in the cab busi- 
ness for 20 years, and I don’t 
know how to solve the problem, 
The only fare-collecting procedure 
feasible, it seems to me, is for 
the driver to deduct from the 
meter reading the amounts paid 
by previous riders.” 

He pointed out that his firm, 
in an effort to protect passengers, 
last winter posted signs in its cabs 
announcing that fares should be 
prorated on shared rides, but this 
precipitated a strike by 300 driv- 
ers, and the company was forced 
to remove the signs. 
Arthur Rogers, business agent 

the AFL Chauffeurs’ and 
Teamsters’ Union, Local 405, said 
last winter’s strike was unauthor- 
ized. “Speaking for the union,” he 
said, “there would be no objection 
to clarification of charges through 
an explanation painted on cab 
doors. If the matter is handled 
through conferences with the men, 
rather than by arbitrary orders 
from management, the drivers will 
be willing to co-operate. It's true 
there has been some overcharg- 
ing, but all drivers are not guilty 
of this.” 

Clarence Whitney, a Yellow cab 
driver, said drivers work 57 hours 
a week for a $29.50 salary, which 
he termed “a starvation wage.” In 
view of this small compensation 
from the company, he declared, 
the driver is entitled to “a little 
something on the side” in addi- 
tion to tips.

Close-up of a Captured Jap 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

If all Japanese prisoners of war are 
as reasonable as the one I saw recent- 
ly, the problem of re-educating Japan 
for peace may be less tough than is 
sometimes anticipated. The prisoner, 
the first one I have run across, was in- 
terned on a large concrete supply barge 
anchored in the lagoon of one of our 
forward Pacific atolls. 

He was called Tojo. Though his ap- 
pearance gave evidence of curious Ori- 
ental strains, it was on the assumption 
that he was all-dog, at least on the ma- 
ternal side, that the sailors on the 
barge gave him his name. 

Tojo, who had the look of a brownish, 
wire-haired sort of police dog, was also 
rangy rather like a hound, and spotted 
something on the order of a Dalmatian. 
Altogether, he was an odd-looking dog. 
As you'd expect, being Jap, he was 
stall, 

He had been captured by a Marine, 
who, either from an aversion to foo)- 
ing with prisoners or because a Marine 
will sell anything, sold him to the Navy 
crew of the supply barge. For a long 
time in his new surroundings Tojo 
would eat nothing but rice or oatmeal. 
Once he learned to eat meat, though, 
he liked it fine. 

More significant than a change of eat- 
ing habits was the way Tojo fitted into 
the community life of the barge. There 
were three American dogs on board, all 
of them from California. The sailors 
reported that, right after introductory 
sniffings, Tojo hecame just another one 
of the group. They said it was nice to 
know that an ordinary Japanese dog in 
the street, if given the chance, really 
liked peace and a quiet life and, of 
course, boneless beef.

For Full Employment 


The British White Paper on employment policy 
has outlined certain responsibilities for Govern- 
ment enterprise and for private enterprise and 
for the enterprise of labor, in a way that ought 
to be emulated in our own country. 

The White Paper presupposes, an expansionist 
world, a world in which all of us shall pro- 
duce more and have more; and it does not ques- 
tion that in an economy of that sort, maximum 
contributions by all the forms of enterprise— 
Government, private and labor—will be called 
for. 

For Government it sets out a continued pro- 
gram of price control, subsidy and rationing, and 
a brand-new task of directing the reconversion 
of industry and the re-employment of labor to 
provide full employment and direct production 
along the lines of national needs. 

We shall have to do exactly these same things, 
and still another which the White Paper lays 
upon the British Government: all public authori- 
ties are asked to have ready immediately after 
the war a five-year plan for capital expenditures, 
so that public works may be instituted with no 
delay whatever. 

There ig hardly any other field in which the 
United States Government is as far behind-hand 
as it is in the planning of Federal works for the 
first days and months of the peace, when un- 
employment will again be a problem. Some 
planning has been done, but it is grossly insuffi- 
cient. If we are not content to go to leaf-raking 
again, to putting money to far less than the best 
uses, our Federal Government must start plan- 
ning on a very big scale. 

To labor, the White Paper says that “the work- 
ers must examine their trade practices and cus- 
toms to insure that they do not constitute a 
serious impediment to an expansionist economy, 
so defeating the object_of the full employment 
program.” These words reverberate on our side 
of the Atlantic fully as loudly as on England’s. 
Our labor unionism embodies, alongside its many 
good policies, other policies that tend to contrac- 
tionist economy, and to contraction of job oppor- 
tunities with it. 

Reaction against the machine, and excessively 
high wage levels, are, for instance, grievous faults 
of building trades unionism in general. The con- 
siderable influence of this great segment of la- 
bor enterprise will, unless corrected, contract 
what might be one of the finest fields for ex- 
pansion of production and employment after the 
war: home-building. . 

_ Private enterprise should seek, says the White 
Paper, to increase its output, rather than to in- 
crease its prices, as the reward for enterprise 


and good management. Both private industry: 


and labor, it is proposed, should join with the 
Government in a combined effort to keep down 
the costs of production and distribution, pro- 
vided the cost of living is kept stable. 

In these proposals there is an opportunity 
worthy of the mettle of private enterprise. If 
we are to have expansionism, it must find its 
foundation in low costs of production and low 
prices to the ultimate buyer. Only by means of 
low costs and prices can buyers at home and 
abroad afford to buy enough of the things we 
produce—and our people have enough left over 
to provide a sufficient market for things which 
other nations produce for export. 

Yet we are hearing precious little of cost or 
price reductions nowadays, and entirely too much 
of high-price thinking. For example, the auto- 
mobile industry says it expects automobiles after 
the war will be priced 15 to 35 per cent higher 
than the same models before the war. No doubt 
reasons exist, but the point is that instead of 
accepting conditions adverse to expansionism, in- 
dustry should be at its busiest nowadays explor- 
ing means for creating conditions favorable to 
the full economy the whole world wants after 
the war. 

If Government, private capitalism and labor 
will accept their responsibility, without shirking 
any part of it, there will be neither time nor 
occasion for any. one of them to complain that 
any other is attempting too much or is encroach- 
ing upon its domain. There is more than enough 
work for all three in providing at least enough 
work for everyone,

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Hitler’s Feeble Plea 


When the full graph of Adolf Hitler’s career 
can be charted, his speech of today will probably 
mark one of the steeper downward plunges of 
his fantastic life-line. It is a back-against-the- 
wall speech, a speech with the motif of “Please, 
German people, don’t give up now; the going is 
hard, but there’s still a fighting chance.” 

What a contrast this is with the speeches that 
marked the peak of his career! The high marks 
came in Hitler’s confident announcement of less 
than four years ago: “The war in the West is 
finished,” and of less than three years ago: “The 
Russian enemy is beaten, and will never rise 
again.” 

Today’s words are those of a man who realizes 


jthe jig is up; that the best he can hope for is 


delaying actiong to inflict such heavy losses on 
the Allies that a stalemate and an eventual truce 
will result. But such hopes grow dimmer day 
by day, with news of sweeping Russian advances 
on the Eastern front, and steady gains by the 
Anglo-American forces in France, Hitler can’t 
explain those away, so his oratory, once a power- 
ful weapon, now is the plaint of a desperate man. 
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Fire Protection in the County 

Now that the State Supreme Court has knocked 
out the 1941 law providing for fire protection in 
unincorporated parts of St. Louis County, ——. 
sections are faced by serious hazards to life an 
property. The ruling means that in numerous 
suburban residence districts citizens will have 
to put out fires as best they can, or watch their 
homes go up in smoke if a blaze occurs, The 
1941 law for special fire districts is unconstitu- 
tional, the court ruled unanimously, since it is a 
special measure, applicable only to one area. 

What can be done now by the county residents 
who worked so hard to obtain passage of this 
law for protection of their homes? The only 
solution is to work equally hard for adoption of 
one of the provisions approved by the Constitu- 
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tional Convention for integration of the city and 
county governments. One of the hardships of 
the awkward community setup has been the de- 
nial of public facilities to areas outside the 
boundary lines. This is the county’s chance to 
give its people the protection they deserve, and 
without loss of local self-rule. 
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Inflation Dangers in Europe 


None-too-complete dispatches from Rome tell- 
ing of the inflation in Italy, and disclosing that 
the Allied occupation authorities have reduced 
wages from German and Fascist levels, indicate 
that while we are winning the war in that coun- 


try militarily, we may be in danger of losing it 


psychologically. : 

The international monetary conference at Bret- 
ton Woods, aimed at a permanent system of 
stabilization, and possibly also at emergency 
devices of reconstruction, takes on somewhat of 
an air of unreality in view of the wild career 
on which the lira is engaged. 

Few things can be more disillusioning to a 
country, can foment more black hatred, than 
monetary inflation. For whatever happens to 
the Italian currency now, the people of Italy are 
inevitably going to hold the Allies responsible. 
If we cannot keep their money from becoming 
a weapon against them while we are involved in 
Italy, we cannot expect either their confidence 
or their respect. 

If we do not at least keep wages at as re- 
spectable a level as the Nazis and Fascists kept 
them, we cannot reasonably expect to be held in 
better opinion than the Nazis and Fascists. While 
it is true that increases in wages would add to 
the inflation, it by no means follows that de- 
creases in wages lessen inflation. They only 
make starvation swifter and surer for the un- 
fortunates who are caught between descending 
incomes and rising prices. 

The Italian situation becomes the more serious 
in view of the inadequacies which are being 
shown in our monetary policies toward France. 
Richard L. Strout writes in the Christian Sclence 
Monitor that our 2-cent franc is being spent by 
American soldiers as if it were paper, that it is 
causing great resentment among the people and 
the possibility of inflation in Normandy. 

Let us not forget how inflation brutalized the 
German people. Let us set our hearts, and our 
heads, against allowing it to brutalize the Ital- 
fans and the French—or any other people, again. 
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No Deaths From Fireworks 
There was a time, and not so long ago, when 
every July 5 brought word that hundreds of 
Americans had been killed and injured by fire- 
works in celebrating Independence day. Today 


the National Safety Council reports not one death © 


from this cause. 

Wartime restrictions on use of explosives have 
something to do with this, of aourse. But even 
before the war, the Sane Fourth movement had 
progressed to the point where fireworks casual- 
ties were being reduced year by year. City ordi- 
nances over the country strictly limited sale and 
use of fireworks, and the tragic toll of maimed 
and blinded youths was almost at the vanishing 
point. 

But there are still July 4 casualties: 170 traffic 
deaths yesterday, 140 drownings and 129 lives 
lost from miscellaneous causes. The cause of 
safety on the highways and at the swimming 
pools needs a concerted campaign like that which 
ended the July 4 fireworks tragedies. 
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Phonographs which couldn’t be sold in Africa 
will be put on the market in the United States. 
If anyone hag any phonograph records which the 
Africans wouldn't buy, they ought to go well 
here, too. 
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Titles on the Ballot 


The City Counselor has ruled that professional 
titles cannot appear on ballots. While this is 
unfortunate for the cause of assuring that a 
physician is elected Coroner, law is law. Dr. 
Martin J. Glaser, Democratic candidate for that 
office, considered legal action to get his title on 
the ballot, but has decided not to do so. 

There is a loophole, if candidates care to use 
it: the Attorney General's ruling that permits 
printing candidates’ nicknames on the ballot. 
Medical men might violate professional dignity 
by having themselves listed as “Doc.” Probably 
this won’t happen, but it would be at least as 
sensible as identifying laymen as “Butch” or 
“Lefty.” 

The Constitutional Convention agrees that the 
post at issue should be filled by a physician, for 
it has approved a measure to abolish the office 
of Coroner in favor of a trained medical exam- 
iner. Since the ballot won't bear the informa- 
tion, it's up to the public to find out the profes- 
sional qualifications of candidates before going 
to the polls.

A Call to the Kitchen Front 


From America’s kitchens last year came 100 
million pounds of salvaged fats to help sustain 
the production of*explosives and other vital war 
supplies. Reporting this large contribution, which 
was 5 per cent of the industrial or “hard” fats 
needed for the war program, the Office of War 
Information says there is urgent demand this 
year for at least 230 million pounds, the equiva- 
lent of the fat from-seven million hogs. 

And what are the uses of this fat? First comes 
glycerine, whose present high output can be main- 
tained only with the help of an increased yield 
vf salvaged fats from the kitchens. Out of the 
total glycerine production, about 20 per cent goes 
into explosives, and 5 per cent more into medi- 
cines and drugs needed for care of the wounded 
of the fighting forces. 

America’s kitchen front has‘the opportunity 
right now to contribute most substantially to the 
momentum of this year’s Victory sweep, so sharp- 
ly accented by the suceesses on all fronts. 
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The Army’s guidebook to France warns sol- 
diers that “in your present status, marriage to 
a foreign girl hag many complications.”

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Small Nations in the Postwar World

Success of structure created when peace comes will depend on 
extent of economic recognition that smaller countries receive, Mex- 
ican envoy says; larger ones may take lead, but must provide for 
rights of others; every people needs a basis for exchanging resources. 


By Dr. Don Francisco Castillo Najera, Mexican Ambassador 
to the United States 


Whatever the political structure of the 
postwar world, it cannot escape failure if 
it is not soundly based on economic recog- 
nition of small nations, 


Any’ community of nations, working 
toward maintaining peace, must have as 
its goal a healthy outlook on a balanced 
economic life for the masses of people 
throughout the world. Wars are cancerous 
growths spewing forth from what at one 
time were little festers of unrest, tyranny 
and a life of serfdom. 


War is the expression of a people strug- 
gling for health and happiness—but war, 
too, is the aggression of a ruling class at- 
tempting to perpetuate an economic serf- 
dom upon a people who can and do revolt 
against it. 


These evils cannot grow within a nation, 
or group of nations, which recognizes the 
right of all men to have a life of comfort 
and freedom. Yet it is the economy of a 
nation which is its own life blood. 


The present war is proving that theory. 
It is the democratic nations which are de- 
feating the nations that have failed to rec- 
ognize individual rights and freedoms. 


Influence of Technology 


But technology has made it true that na- 
tions are more nearly neighbors in fact 
than in politics, 

It is this same technology which has 
done more to express the fallacy of isola- 
tionism than any political theory ever pro- 
pounded. And this advancement of com- 
munications is solely the normal result of 
economic development, Yet it is this same 
technical development which is the greatest 
danger to world peace. 


Mankind has struggled for a freedom of 
some sort, But the essential freedom man 
sought was the .right to have for himself 
and his family the economic independence 
which made for health and reasonable hap- 
piness within the saciety where he lived. 


I point out these fundamentals only to 
stress that the postwar world must recog- 
nize these needs far and above whatever 
political structure governs them. 


The Mexican people, through our, experi- 
ence during the last 30 years, in essence 


prove these contentions. It is with the same 
relationship of a state to its own people 
that a state’s relation with other states 
shall regard good will and good intentions. 


In this economic collaboration between 
nations, the larger and more wealthy ones 
may take the lead, But it is the smaller 
nations which, in the long run, can make 
such world collaboration really work. It is 
their fundamental policy of economy with- 
in their own borders which will even al- 
low a recognition of other powers having 
greater power. 

True, there will be the internal efforts 
of some citizens to foster a movement, based 
on what may appear to some as a better- 


ment of circumstances. But it is essential — 


that such movements aim at truly demo- 
cratic. goals, based on a program of ever- 
increasing welfare for the masses, lest they 
degenerate into Fascist-like putsches, 


Each Dependent on Others 


The concert of nations working together 
in this present war for the defeat of com- 
mon énemies has proved that there is none 
which does not need the resources of the 
others. Yet it is this element of natural re- 
sources, local economies and local welfare 
which collectively makes the ‘United Na- 
tions strong. 

Within each of the United Nations rests 
a people who are concerned about how they 
will be able to live on in peace and health, 
Within the United Nations are people who 
have come to know that they are living on 
a standard which is not comparable to the 
standards of those for whom they have 
worked or fought, 


They may have a freedom of a sort tem- 
porarily satisfactory to them—but they will 
want, and the world must plan for them, a 
standard of living which will cause them 
to strive toward maintaining a peace with 
equality. > 

When that sort of philosophy is achieved 
in whatever political structure May govern 
world collaboration, certainly there re- 
mains no room for the despotism of ex- 
ploitation or control by wealthy nations or 
individuals of the vital interests of the peo- 
ple of any nation. .

The crawling slowness with: which gov- 
ernment generally moves for business ef- 
ficiency in its organization and practices 
was illustrated when Missouri's Constitu- 
tional Convention voted to strip the State 
Treasurer, Auditor and Secretary of State 
of tax-collecting functions allotted to them 
by the Legislature and to centralize all col- 
lections in a new State Revenue Depart-

Much of the criticism that culminated 
in this action took the line that the prac- 
tice of scattering tax-collecting duties 
among the various State officials has 
caused much costly duplication of work— 
something that it would have taken a pri. 
vate business board of directors about 10 
seconds to realize and remedy. It was also 
said that these scattered functions have 
been used by the officials involved to en- 


large their patronage and build up per- 
sonal political machines. 

Eleven years ago, by various acts of the 
1983 Arkansas Legislature, the duties of 
different tax-collecting agencies were trans- 
ferred to the State Revenue Department, 
which now is solely responsible for the ad- 
ministration of some 35 special taxes, Mis- 
sourl, the Show-Me State, is just seeing the 
light, and even now the plan of consolidat- 
ing all collections in a single agency is 
just a proposal and not an act ty.

MAYORALTY BALLOT 
MOTIONS ARE DENIED 


Supreme Court Declines to 
Amplify Decision Against 
Separate Boxes. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, July 5.—A 
motion requesting the Missouri 
Supreme Court to modify its recent 
decision invalidating provisions of 
a St. Louis ordinance which would 
have required separate ballots and 
ballot boxes for mayoralty candi- 
dates in the Aug. 1 primary and 
Nov. 7 general election was over- 
ruled Monday by the Supreme 
Court en banc. 

The request for modification “by 
amplification” of the opinion, so 


the St. Louis Board of Election 
Commissioners “may be fully ad- 
vised of proper procedure to fol- 
low” was denied without comment 
by the court. 

The motion, filed for the elec- 


tion board by the city counselor's 
office, raised questions as to how 
to proceed in filing of candidates, 
submission of their names in the 
primary and general elections, 
what fees should be paid, and in 
general asked for instructions as 
to how to proceed. 

The court’s decision, last June 
13, invalidated sections of the or- 
dinance which called for separate 
ballots and boxes, and in effect a 
separate election, 


term. 

The decision granted a writ of 
mandamus against the election 
board, sought by George M. M 
phy, chairman of the Déaksdratie 
City Committee, specifically re- 
quiring the Board of Election Com- 
missioners to combine the 
mayoralty ballots with the primary 
and general election ballots, and 
to combine the mayoralty nomi- 
nations and election with the pri- 
mary and general elections. 


EXPLOSION OF 74 TONS 
OF DYNAMITE INVESTIGATED 


BEDFORD, N. H., July 5 (AP), 
v~Agentsa of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and local offi- 


Cials sought today to. determine 
the cause of the explosion of 
seven and a half tons of dyna- 
mite in a warehouse Monday 
night, creating a panic in nearby 
Manchester and causing damage 
to windows over a 70-mile radius. 

State guardsmen and police pa- 
trolled the area where the explo- 
sion ripped « hole 15 feet deep 
and 150 feet square, making a 
shambles of the warehouse, owned 
by John B. Varick Co. More than 
a dozen persons were treated at 
nearby hospitals after being cut 
by flying glass. 

The force of the blast appeared 
to mushroom upward and then 
settle toward earth. Although 
considerable property damage was 
reported in Bedford, the main 
thoroughfare of Manchester, four 
miles away, bore the brunt of the 
concussion. Police Chief James 
F. O'Neil of Manchester estimated 
window damage there at $25,000. 
George E. McClintock, manager 
of the company, said the dyna- 
mite was owned by the duPont 
Co. and distributed by the Varick 
organization.

( Crane, will the postwar period be marked by an increase 
in internationalism and the world brotherhood?” she asked 
after a recent lecture that I delivered in Cleveland. “Do you 
think. another terrible war can be avoided? If so, will a 
World Court or ‘League of Nations be able to do so?” 
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IT SEEMS VERY probable that a wave of intense na- 
tionalism will sweep the world as soon as this global war 
terminates. Thig will be the normal psychological compensa- 
tory reaction on the part of peoples who have been down- 
trodden for several years. You readers know from your own 
experience with current events, as well as with history, that 
the oppressed soon become as violent dictators as their for- 
mer oppressors, if you give them a chance, What happened 
in France when the mobs revolted and captured Marie An- 
toinette? What happened in Russia when the Communists 
unseated the Czar? What happened in the U. 8. A. in the 
postwar carpet-bagger era following the surrender of Lee to 
Grant at Richmond: What is happening currently in the 
employer-employe situation? 
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MANY OF THE NATIONS of Europe have been in vir- 
tual slavery for several years, Yet they are proud people who 
have keenly resented their lowly status and who have vowed 
vengeance when the day of reckoning arrives. Do you mature 
readers think Poland will be a placid member of a World 
Court? How about Greece, whose people have been starving 
by thousands each month? Or proud and imperialistic France? 
Or Czecho-Slovakia? Or Yugoslavia, Norway, Belgium, Den- 
mark and The Netherlands? When enslaved peoples sudden- 
ly gain the ascendant role, the pendulum swings rapidly to 
the other extreme and they try to compensate for their pre- 
vious humiliating serfdom by going emotionally berserk in a 
wild wave of bloody reprisals in the name of nationalism. 
That’s what happened after World War I, even among our 


allies. - * - 

DO YOU READERS think human nature has suddenly 
changed in the past 25 years? We shall doubtless feel the 
violent effects of a reverse swing to the pendulum of our 
fervor in saving the world, for all histary and psychology 
point to the era of il] will that will follow this World War IL 
“But isolationism caused this war!" many people glibly retort, 
Don’t kid yourself! This war started in Europe among peoples 
who were banded together into rival federations of nations, 
They weren't isolationists, for Europe has never had an iso- 
lationist ideology. Europe has always been imperialistic and 
“internationalist,” which is why it has precipitated practically 
every war in the last 2000 years. It would be well for America 
to lend its influence and Christian charity to an attempt to 


outlaw war, but only within the limits of horse sense and 


good psychology. As an idealist, I am sorry to come down 
to reality and point out the violent wave of nationalism that 
will follow the World War .-II, but postwar world peace can- 
not be established when individual nations are torn apart by 
strikes and race riots, prejudice and selfishness at home,

Any salad that contains vege 
tables with as high a water con- 
tent as tomatoes and cucumbers 
should be combined with the 
dressing just before serving. If 
the salad stands, there is sure to 
be an unwelcome accumulation of 
liquid in the bottom of the bowl 
that will dilute the dressing, When 
planning such a salad see that all 
the vegetables are cleaned and 
chilled, and the rest of the ingre- 
dients are chilled before combin- 
ing. 

Whole Meal Tossed Salad. 

One-half of a medium head of 
lettuce, broken into bite-size 
pieces; one cup diced cucumbers, 
two green onions, sliced, including 
tender part of green tops; one 
small bunch radishes, sliced; three 
tablespoons chopped green pepper, 
one-fourth pound baked or boiled 
ham, slivered; one large tomato, 
cut into wedges. Wash and clean 
all vegetables and chill thorough- 
ly. Wait until the last minute to 
mix all vegetables and combine 
lightly with the following dress- 
ing. Serve immediately. Four 
servings, 

Dressing. 

One-fourth cup vinegar, two 
tablespoons oil, three tablespoons 
prepared horseradish, one-fourth 
teaspoon sugar, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, two tablespoons may- 
onnaise, Combine all ingredients 
thoroughly.

HEN our flag was made, we 

were a group of states feel- 

ing our way toward a vision 
we felt, rather than saw-—the vis- 
jon of a free land where a free 
people might grow into strength 
in spiritual unity, Liberty was 
the essence of that feeling, the 
germ of the national life. 

The men and women who formed 
these states and raised this flag 
had traveled a long, hard road, 
physically and spiritually, They 
had said good-bye to the land 
of their birth, They had left 
behind them the earth their in- 
fant feet had trod; the skies, thet 
glowing above them, had unlifted 
their souls and bade them think 
on lovely things; the familiar 
fields and roads and flowers; the 
little paths that led from friendly 
door to friendly door; the old peo- 
ple whom they loved. They had 
left Home spiritually and physi-

AM beginning to understand 
| the problems of the farmer and 

the home gardener better than 
ever before, My eldest grandson 
is helping on our farm. He is 14 
years old, and f am sorry to say 
it takes a little while to really 
break in any one to be much help. 
But he is doing his best. 


We have a little family vege- 
table garden near the cottage 
which the children and our guests 


work in, and I am always con- 
scious that it is the best possible 
exercise, though I never have time 
to do enough. So I don't feel that 
I have made much contribution 
to the destruction of weeds, How- 
ever, the children brought in a 
large number of radishes for 
lunch yesterday. Bringing rad- 
ishes in for lunch was one of my 
most constant achievements when 
I was a child and had a garden 
of my own 

We all had a plenic lunch on 
the lawn at the cottage yester- 
day, and then last evening we had 
some guests at dinner. 

I am beginning to realize that 
an old house can take up a great 
deal of time if one just goes 
through the accumulation of the 
years. First, there are books; 
next, things which have been kept 
for sentimental reasons, and 
which are not wanted by the pres- 
ent generation, and yet no one 
knows what to do with them; last- 
ly, innumerable photographs of 
people hard to remember or iden- 
tify. I don’t know what people do 
when they don't have a “library” 
to absorb anything of a historical 
nature. I imagine they do what 
I do with the things that the 


library will not take off our 
hands. I give them to the waste 
paper campaign or burn them up 
when I can no use for them in 
any scrap drive, 

At a meeting not long ago, I 
met Mrs. Robert Weeks Kelley 
who at the request of the Navy 
League of the United States, or- 
ganized its National Women’s 
Council about two and a half 
years ago. She began with five 
women, and now there are over 
84 state and local councils 
throughout the country, and many 
more councils are in the process 
of formation. Ever since 1902 
when Navy League was formed 
at the request of the Naval or- 
der of the United States, and with 
the endorsement of President 
Theodore Roosevelt, it has been 
known as the Civilian Branch of 
the United States Navy. The 
purpose of this National Women’s 
Council, however, is to do things 
which contribute to the comfort 
of the officers and enlisted men 
of the Navy, They carry on in 
various places, canteens, consul- 
tant bureaus, education depart- 
ments, midshipmen’s recreation 
centers and training schools, re- 
cruitment centers for Waves, 
Sparse and Marines. (By the way, 
did you see that the Lady Ma- 
rines have filled their quota?) 


The list of activities is really 
too long to enumerate all of 
them, but this Civilian Branch of 
the Navy works in cooperation 
with the Navy Relief Society and 
the Red Cross. This arm of the 
Navy League pretty well covers 
whatever can be done to make the 
Navy men feel that they are a 
much cherished branch of our 
armed forces. 


Rice Souffle | 
One-half cup uncooked brown 
rice, four tablespoons margarine, 


four tablespoons flour, two cups 
milk, three eggs, separated, one- 
fourth teaspoon paprika, one and 
one-half teaspoons salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon dry mustard, four table- 
spoons grated cheese.

After grating fruit rinds, soak 
grater in warm water five minutes 
and scrub with stiff brush dipped 
in soapy water. Rinse in boiling 
water and dry néar stove, 


Cover your kitchen shelves with 
inlaid linoleum, It will make a 
fine cushiony surface for china 
and glassware and will wipe clean 
in a jiffy. 


The water drained from cooked 
rice can be used as part of the 
liquid called for in soups, sauces 
and creamed mixtures.

This emphasizes the responsi- 
bility every citizen or potential 
bystander has to learn the funda- 
mental principles of the treat- 
ment of threatened death from 
drowning. 

The essential features of such 
treatment can be stated very sim- 


y. 

Death from drowning is due to 
cessation of breathing. 

The treatment is to institute 
artificial respiration as soon as 
possible and to keep it up for at 
lenat an hour, or until natural 
breathing is established,

SOME POPULAR fallacies about 
drowning are: — ' 

That it is useless to resuscitate 
a person who has been immersed 
in water more than five minutes, 
There are cases of record where 
persons have been submerged 
more than half an hour and still 
live, 

That it is important to get the 
water out of the lungs and stom- 
ach. The old rolling over a barrel 
technique. It is not the amount of 
water in the lungs that causes the 
drowning victim to stop breathing. 
It is the shock of the impact of 
water, even a small amount, espe- 
cially cold water sucked into the 
lungs. This impact causes a reflex 
paralysis of the respiratory center, 

The lungs do not have to be 
water-logged. And the water in 
the stomach doesn’t make any 
difference at all. Of course, since 
in the proper method of perform- 
ing artificial respiration the vic- 
tim is first placed face downward, 
it is just as well to start proceed- 
ings by lifting him up by the 
waist and allow the water to run 
out of the nose, pharynx and 
bronchial tubes, but do not waste 
a lot of time over this, 

That it is necessary to have a 
pulmotor or some other mechan- 
ical device to do artificial respi- 
ration. The best method of arti- 
ficial respiration can be done by 
one person without any apparatus 
whatever. 
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IT IS THE SCHAFER prone- 
pressure method, and is done as 
follows: 


1. Rapidly remove from the 
mouth any foreign material, such 
as weeds, false teeth and tobacco, 
If the mouth is tightly shut, pay 
no more attention to it until later. 
Do not stop to loosen the patient’s 
clothing unless it is obviously 
tight. 

2. Lay the patient on his belly, 
one arm bent at the elbow and 
with the face turned toward and 
resting on the hand and forearm, 
so that the nose and mouth are 
free for breathing. 

3. Kneel, straddling the pa- 
tient’s thighs, Place the palms 
of the hands on the small of the 
back with the fingers resting on 
the ribs and the little finger over 
the lowest rib. 

4. With the arms held straight, 
bend so that the weight of the 
body is gradually brought to bear 
on the patient, This movement 
should take about two seconds. 

5. Immediately swing  back- 
wards and completely remove the 
pressure. 

6. After two seconds swing for- 
ward again. Thus repeat 12 to 15 
times a minute the double move- 
ment of compression and release-— 
a complete respiration in four to 
five seconds. 

7, Continue artificial respira- 
tion without interruption until 
natural breathing is restored or 
until there are unequivocal signs 
of death, such as rigor mortis, 
cooling of the body or post-mor- 
tem staining. 

8. Keep patient warm. 

9. To avoid strain on the heart, 
when patient revives he should be 
kept lying down and not allowed 
to stand or sit up. 

10. Artificial respiration. should 
be carried on at the nearest possi- 
ble point where the patient re- 
ceived his injuries,
